The footsore war veterans on the 


way to Washington who want al! their 
adjusted compensation now will have 
no controversy over their ultimate 
right to receive it. 


A government that paid its men in 


uniform a dollar a day and so conduct- 
ed its affairs that those not in service 
earned ten to twenty dollars a day, has 
a great deal to smooth out—so much 
in fact that it needs plenty of time to 
do it. 


At this time however the nation can- 


not make full payment of the adjusted 
compensation with safety to itself. 
Moreover, it has already gone far, per- 
haps even too far, in meeting its obli- 
gations to those who wore its uni- 
xorm. 


Great Britain had casualties of 3 


million and yet its veterans' relief con- 
stitutes slightly less than 6 per cent 
of its budget. France had casualties 
of 5% billion. Its veterans' relief con- 
stitutes 17^2 per cent of its budget. The 
United States had casualties of "360,- 
300. Its present veterans' relief actu- 
ally constitutes a bit over 26 per cent 
of its budget. So much for compari- 
sons. 


The present march on Washington 


is probably occasioned in large mea- 
sure by the impractical action of some 
congressmen who are inviting or per- 
suading veterans to make demands out 
of all proportion to the condition of 
the times and the treasury. Up to the 
World war this country paid out in, 
one form or another to its former sol- 
diers a total of about 8% billions. And 
yet at the present rate, and without 
any increases or advances, our World 
war veterans will have cost us 21^£ 
billions by 1945. 


- Just as there has been proper ground 
for governmental action concerning 
adjusted compensation- so has there 
been some unusually improper legisla- 
tion introduced by congressmen aim- 
ing to make themselves solid with the 
soldier vote regardless of the deserts 
of the soldier or the country. 


When the veterans become a great 


army they become a source of political 
tapping. That was evident enough in 
the Civil war. Indeed before the Civil 
war was over an act was passed by 
congress providing for pensions for 
those disabled in the service. That 
same congress didn't pay any atten- 
tion to the veterans of the war of 1812 
nor of the Mexican war. There were- 
n't enough of them to swing an elec- 
tion. 


Kot until 56 years after the War of 


1812 was ended was there a general 
pension bill passed to relieve its sur- 
vivors. And not until 1887 was a gen- 
eral service pension act passed for vet- 
erans of the Mexican war of 1848. This 
pension bill helped the old veterans 
get young wives. The records at 
Washington now show that the last 
survivor of the Mexican war died 
three years ago but the country is still 
paying 547 widows of such veterans. 


While the men presently marching 


on Washington are behaving them- 
selves in a manner that might 
be 
expected 
of ex-soldiers, 
the 


idea 
of marching 
on 
a capital, 


state or national, is a phase of 
national conduct that must not be 
encouraged. It partakes 01 mob hys- 
teria. In a nation of 120 millions it 
amounts to an absurdity. If each side 
of any controversy was to present it- 
self in person, Washington better pro- 
vide for millions of visitors. However 
well behaved an organization may be, 
the attempt to influence legislation by 
a show of numbers is anything but an 
American idea. It sounds like the -Na- 
zis over in Berlin or the Socialists in 
Vienna. We might more sensibly pre- 
pare some jousts 3£ they did in days 
of old. Let each side to a controversy 
select a champion, clothe him in ar- 
mor, provide him with a spear and a-i 
armor-covered horse and let them gal- 
lop at each other at full speed. The 
winner will be demonstrating the 
righteousness of the legislation beyond 
' 


a doubt Or, in this machine age, we 
may put a couple of tractors nose to 
nose and see which one can tip the 
other over. "That ought to prove who 
is presenting the more intelligent legis- 
lation. 


THE REGULARS' PROGRAM 
The platform adopted by the Mad- 


ison convention has the virtue of being 
short and the additional virtue of clar- 
ity. 


Sometimes a platform becomes a 


matter of importance in a campaign. 
This year it is doubtful whether, in 
the struggle for the nomination for 
governor on the Republican ticket, the 
entire issue has not been stated by 
Governor LaFollette in one sentence, 
that recent statement of his having to 
<io with confiscation. 


The Progressive element is yet to 


submit its platform to the people. It 
should do the people the service of 
making that platform clear and to the 
point. Nothing should be left to un- 
certainty. If we are to embark upon 
a program of confiscation in Wiscon- 
sin the people should be permitted to 
do so without blinkers. 


Such a program therefore should be 


specific. Certainly our million voters 
will know whether they want confis- 
cation or not. 


,If the governor will do the people 


the service of making his position So 
plain it may not be successfully mis- 
represented and will stand openly for 
confiscation, at least he will be dem- 
onstrating that Senator Blaine was 
something of a prophet when he de- 
clared that "the Cossacks are coming." 


We doubt not that the Regulars will 


be glad to accept Governor LaFoI- 
lette's challenge concerning confisca- 
tion, pick up the gauntlet and go forth 
to battle. 


If we could eliminate every other 


possible issue from the campaign and 
determine whether Wisconsin wants 
Socialism, not merely to flirt with it 
but to take it to its home, hug it to 
its bosom'and live with it "until death 
do us part," it would be ielpful to a 
great many people in mapping their 
course for the future. 


THE FALL, OF BROOKHART 
Many writers are going to find many 


different reasons for the crushing- de- 
feat of Senator Brookhart in the Iowa 
primary. In truth there probably are 
a great many different -reasons that: 
combined to produce the result. 


Iowa is agricultural and agriculture 


has suffered keenly. Yet in the face 
of hardship agriculture turns conser- 
vative. Does it look upon progressive 
ideas as expensive experiments? ' 
- 


Senator Brookhart appeared to build 


his policies with too many parts of 
bitterness, hatred and intolerance. He 
was loud, noisesome and offensive. 
One may be democratic, "of the peo- 
ple," and yet be civil. The best pub- 
lic servants and often the finest men 
of principle do not find it necessary to 
boast, abuse or swagger. Senator 
Brookhart did little else. 


Perhaps the voters of Iowa, sobered 


by their misery, and made alert by the 
emptiness of past promises, mused 
something like this: "If all members 
of congress, the President and the 
cabinet, were of the Brookhart type 
•what would happen with America?" 


And seemingly they answered them- 


selves something like this: "It would 
be intolerant and offensive, the public 
officials would get all the money they 
could for themselves, for their broth- 
ers, sons, daughters and other rela- 
tives, the land would be dry and harsh 
and the result would be ten times 
worse than the worst depression that 
ever happened." 


There are a few other Brookharts 


in the senate. An aroused people will 
number their days.

ALIENS HAVE RIGHTS, TOO 


The federal Court of Appeals has put an end 


to an indefensible attack upon the liberties of 
aliens in Michigan by declaring unconstitutional 
its alien registration law. tTntil recently this 
•would have been called an -un-American attack 
upon the liberties of aliens, but America to an 
increasing extent has come to represent anything 
but liberty for those from other lands. 


The alien registration law was passed in Mich- 


igan after its backers had failed consistently to 
secure support for it in congress. It would have 
put thousands of persons under new bondage to 
bureaucracy, making them liable to prosecution 
under a whole new set of restricticns. Once its 
principle had been accepted for aliens, the next 
step in the same direction might have been reg- 
istration aad police cards for all citizens.

CHRONIC APPENDICITIS IS A 


TENTATIVE DIAGNOSIS 


A tentative diagnosis is a kind of 


tnal and error plan. If a doctor with 
a ponderous personality-and not too 
tight a. thumb decides after hearing 
the patient's plaint and palpating- his 
southwest territory that the trouble 
is chronic appendicitis, the chances 
are that the case will come to opera- 
tion. When we operate on a patient 
for appendicitis that sort of makes 
the diagnosis irrevocable. Statistics 
are pretty tricky in a matter like 
this, but I estimate that 80 per cent 
of the cases of chronic appendicitis 
are of the- irrevocable type. 


In his book on "Kervous Indiges- 
tion" -fEIoeber, Kew York} Dr. Wi C. 
Alvarez- avers that the symptoms of 
peptic ulcer when: 
fairly typical 


should be recognized as soon as the 
patient has said fifty words. The au- 
thor does not list the fifty words, 
but one gathers they include pain, 
distress, feeling 
of gas in pit of 


stomach, 11 a. m., 4 p. m., and 2 
o'clock in, the morning. Distress" re- 
lieved promptly by taking food or 
alkalis. "Man aged thirty years. Trou- 
ble periodic—bothers 
for 
a "few 


months, then between attacks pa- 
tient feels fine and can eat any- 
thing ... 


The X-ray examination, often look- 


ed upon as positive proof, is actual- 
ly of little value, except in a nega- 
tive way. 
That is, where the pa- 
tient's symptoms and the doctor's 


lamination may suggest chronic 


appendicitis the X-ray picture may 
show little or nothing- abnormal in 
the appendix but perhaps definite 
indication of trouble elsewhere. _ 


I am quite fond of operations my- 


self, especially appendicitis 
opera- 
tions. Looking back upon my own 
experience I can only regret I had 
but one appendix to gi\ e up. But I'd 
hate to be operated on for such a 
vague and uncertain thing as chron- 
ic appendicitis. I believe- I'd rather 
grouse along with1 "indigestion." 


When the patient has had a fairly 
typical attack of acute inflammation 
in the southwest territory, then if 
symptoms persist for months after 
the acute illness it is a~ fair bet that 
removal of the appendix win prove 
curative. 
At present the diagnosis of chronic 


aupendicitis must be tentative in the 
great majority of cases, 
whether 


there is any corroborative X-ray evi- 
dence o rnot. It is another Instance 
of taking your doctor's opinion or 
not, according to your confidence in 
nj<; honesty and ability. 


It occurs to me that a considerable 


number of cases in which the tenta- 
tive diagnosis of chronic appendicitis 
is made may be actually masked 
peptic ulcer. Anyway it can do no 
harm for such sufferers to try a kind 
of treatment test—follow a diet suit- 
able for one with peptic (gastric or 
duodenal) nicer for a few weeks and 
perhaps take alkalis along with it. 
If this brings marked relief "it casts 
doubt upon the diagnosis of chronic 
appendicitis as the cause of the trou- 
ble". A"" outline of such a diet will be

Don't Laugh 
When Child 
Makes Error 


BY AN'GELO PATRI 


When a child does something so 


upside- down and inside out as to be 
ludicrous to the experienced adult, 
laughter is out of order. The child 
was in deadly earnest. He put an 
his effort all his self into the job. 
He sees in it the vision with which 
he started. It isn't exactly what he 
had hoped but it bears the image 
of his dream. To laugh at him is 
cruel- 


Listen courteously while he ex- 


plains his project and if you can 
not find something to praise, say 
something cheerful and polite, and 
go your way. Offer no suggestion 
at that time. By and by when the 
power of the vision is less aad the 
form of his work is stronger and 
clearer to his mind, and he asks you 
about it, go over his work with 
the same seriousness yosi would 
bear toward the work of an older 
person. Respect a child's job. 


It is not wise to lay hands on 


his work. Let it alone. Do not 
utterly destroy faith m his job but 
raake whatever suggestion you can 
that will help the child and still 
noi drown him with a technique 
he is not ready for. The teacher 
who studies a child's painting and 
says, "Tour foreground is too strong. 
It throws your picture out of bal- 
ance. Tour perspective here Is out. 
Tour composition is faulty there. 
Tou lost the feeling of form. Work 
for better light and shadow and 
your picture will have more charac- 
ter," may be right in everything he 
says but what good will it do the 
child who is feeling his way toward 
his art? Toung children just start- 
ing in to paint pictures can taie 
only a grain of suggestion at a 
time. That grain must be selected 
with great discrimination- And no 
matter how queer the job may look 
to you, don't laugh. 


Don't call the others to come and 


see. Unless those who come to see 
come in understanding and sympa- 
thy they might better stay away. 
It is not possible to hide the mirth 
that is rising within one at the fun- 
ny thing the child has done, if you 
can see only that side of It. If 
the child knows he is being laughed 
at, and he knows at once when this 
is so, he is hurt and angry. The 
emotions that are aroused weave 
themselves into the experience and 
forever after there is going to be 
un unhappy memory about that work 
in the child's mind. Children are 
not likely to call up unpleasant 
memories if they can help it so they 
shun the work that is associated 
with unpleasantness. 
That is why

Then Burr tried to 
steal the presidency from Jefferson 
by chicanery and was balked only 
by Hamilton, whom he later Mlled in 
3 duel. 


Jenerson's career as a. tmwer in 


party politics has never been equal- 
ed. He founded what is now the 
Democratic party and obliterated 
ts-hat was then the Federalist party 
ot Hamilton. He began organizing 
a political group as far back as 1791, 
lining up leaders by correspondence 
T~amons them the leaders " of the 
Tammany Society in !Xew York. 
" Elected TO the vice presidency in 
1796, he was chosen president in 
S800 and absolutely dominated na- 
tional politics for a quarter of a cen- 
tury.

trying to defeat Adams for the high- 
est office by persuading electors to 
split their tickets or Pinckney.
